Sour-  ([uestions  sh.ould  he  thrown  out  to  the 
whole  class,  witliout  specif\ini;  indi\ldu;ds  ;  in 
other  ciLscs  we  should  (all  iipor,  Hidi\iduals  for  an 
answer.  In  the  latter  case  tlie  question  .should  l>e 
stated  first,  then  the  individual  called  upon.  This 
keeps  every  one  on  the  alert      Tor  the  same  reu.son 
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wc  sliuiild  (lufstioii  tlu'  pupils  in  iriv;^ul;ir  and 
uiiforosren  onk'r;  takinj^  cure,  however,  not  to  noiz;- 
Iccl  aii\-  otir.  Our  (jucstioiis  shouM  he  rii^ht  to  tlie 
jKiiiit,  asi<t(l  in  an  earne.-t  spirit,  in  the  expertation 
of  an  answer  in  the  same  spirit. 

Answers 

All  aii>Wers  sliouM  \>v  treated  with  respect,  if 
tlu'\  are  seriou-l;.'  gi\en.  liowe\er  erroneous  tliev  may 
he.  The  teacher  will  find,  indeed,  in  tlie  eironeous 
answers  of  his  class,  helpful  su;:y^estion>  as  to  liis 
own  procedure.  W'ronj;  answers  sliow  ju>t  where 
tlie  pui)irs  mind  is  ut  tiie  moment,  and  jn^t  wiiat 
help  he  lieeds  to  put  him  on  tlie  rijuht  track.  ( >r  a 
wron<r  answer  may  show  the  teacher  how  clumsy 
his  ((uestion  was,  .md  how  he  may  amend  it.  Owl 
of  .several  imperf'ct  an.^wers  the  teacher  ma\-  some- 
time:, forge  one  ;.ood  and  satisfactory  one. 

The  Art  of  Illustration 

The  value  of  illus.tration  lies  in  the  fact  that  it 
apl'eals  to  the  ■•.■uses  and  to  the  iin.agination.  The 
two  chief  forms  of  illustration  available  in  the  Sun- 
d,-i\"  School  ;ire  the  jiicture  and  the  storv.  The 
pii'ture  can  be  u.seii  most  ellectively  in  a  cla.ss  that 
lias  a  room  to  itself,  or  in  the  superintemleiit's 
review  i,f  the  whole  school.  It  should  he  simple  in 
its  construction,  and  not  so  attractive  in  itself  as 
to  draw  attention  awa\-  from  the  tiling  it  represents. 
Besides  the  J>ictiires  that  arc  hung  on  the  wall, 
dravMi  on  the  l.lacklio.ir<!,  or  shown  by  the  stere- 
opticon,  there  is  tlie  "  word  picture  "  which  c.ui 
i)e  used  in  any  and  every  class,  and  the  materials 
uu  \^  hi  h  Call  l»e  draw  n  from  .tU  the  realms  of  nature 
and   all    t'r.r    relat mnships   of  human    life.

:is  well  as  religious,  on  the  Sabbath  d.av.     A(  firs( 
the   (eachers   were   pai.l.   ..nd   the   instruction   was 
carrie<l  on  for  four  or  five  hours  of  the  da\-.     The 
movement  seems  (o  have  met  a  great  need!  .-uid  to 
have    attained    .■,    widesprea.i    popularitv.      In    the 
third  year  from  its  FH-ginning.  Haikes'  School  had 
^an  a((endance  of  (wo  or  tlnee  hundred,  and  by  the 
'year  1787  the  movement  li.a.l  ^pre.id  to  nianv  parts 
of   the    country,    and    the   enrolment    include<l    a 
Muarter  of  a  nnllion  children.     Since  (hat  time  th.^ 
interest     in     religious     instruction     has   constant Iv 
incpcased,    while   methods    of  work    and    .idruinis- 
tration    have    steadilv    iinpro\e<l.

P.elation  of  the  School  to  the  Church

No  rulfs.  except  tlic  iiUist  .mik  t;tl.  (an  \>v  iai.l 
down  to  govern  all  Schools,  the  coriditions  vary  so 
widely  from  the  f;real  city  Sch(;.)l,  with  its  ni:i?iv 
hundreils  6i  iuetul)crs  and  its  commodious  l)llildlll;,^ 
to  the  tiny  .Mission  School,  with  a  do/m  or  >o  of 
pupils,  and  oidy  one  small  ro(;m  ut  its  disposal. 
The  ideal  is  to  have  i)lenty  of  competent  teachers 
aiui  ofKccrs  ;  well  j^raded  classes  for  all  a^es,  from 
tiiur  to  fourscore,  indudinf^  a  cla.ss  for  tin-  traimn;; 
ot  teachers  ;  and  some  provisif)n  for  tliose  who 
raiitiot   attend  the  >c>-ioiis  of  the  Sdiool.

I-miu  the  superintend- 
ent down.  He  will  .seek  to  enlist  the  sympathy 
and  co-operation  of  tlie  parents,  and  of  the  entire 
congregation,  in  the  work  of  the  School.  So  far 
jis  his  engagements  permit,  he  will  attend  the  School, 
and  where  desirable  and  practicable,  will  conduct 
the  training  tla.ss  for  teachers.  He  will  keep  him- 
self thoronghly  informed  in  Sunday  SchiMil  iH'da- 
gogy,  antl  will  never  los<^>  sight  of  the  momentous 
importance  of  the  School,  nnr  permit  ati\-  one  else 
to  do  so,  if  he  can  help  it.
